In film Brent has to write one act of play in one day, which reminds us of swell gag 
worked at the Capitol Theatre in Union City, N. J. some time ago. Seems that man- 
ager challenged local author to write one-act play in 12 hours, tying in with plot of 
film he was playing at the time, offering cash prize and production if it was done. Re- 
sulted in swell publicity breaks and plenty of comment. In case you’d like to duplicate 
idea, here’s a play by play description of what was done: 


1. Manager spoke to editor, told him whole idea and 
got promise of co-operation. 


2. Furniture store offered to fit up window as living 
room, with desk for author to work at. 


3. Paper carried challenge, offering cash if play was 
finished within the 12 hour limit. 


4. Local amateur playwrite accepted challenge by send- 
ing letter to paper.

6. Drama school offered to produce play on stage of 
theatre — if it was written. 


7. Co-operating store fixed up window as promised, putting up signs telling folks what was go- 
ing on. In addition, ads gave stunt plenty of plugging, inviting folks to watch author do his 
stuff, Time was set from 9 A.M. to 9 P.M. 


8. Author arrived on scene a few minutes before schedule, and was interviewed by the news lads. 
After that he got right to work. Crowds ogled window all day, with photographers taking pic- 
tures of the goings on. And in spite of all the gaping, strain, and what not, play was finished 
before the deadline! 


9. Next morning’s paper carried big stories about stunt and announced that play would be pro- 
duced the next night on theatre stage.

artificial snow. When anyone so 
much as shifted the weight of a 
foot during the filming, the result- 
ing noise sounded like a miniature 
landslide. 

As a result, the property depart- 
ment supplied an unusual number 
of set chairs, and actors and crew 
alike had to sit down while making 
a scene.

Down 14 Times 


Grunting for all he was worth, 
and making faces which would put 
a professional wrestler to shame, 
Frank McHugh picked up Glenda 
Farrell for the fourteenth consecu- 
tive time—gave her what is known 
among the mat grunters and groan- 
ers as an ‘‘airplane spin’’—and 
deposited her neatly on the top 
landing of a flight of steps.

When it was all over McHugh 
had to be helped to his dressing 
room, and Miss Farrell deposited 
herself in the nearest cushioned 
property chair and refused to 
budge for a half hour. 


‘‘T’m hurting all over,’’ said 
Glenda, ‘‘but mostly where I was 
slapped down.’’

‘“Snowed Under’’ Proves A 
Riotous Comedy Romance 


Hilarious Situations Keep Audiences In Uproar 
At First Local Showing 


‘‘Snowed Under,’’ the First National picture which was 
shown at the ..... eee Theatre yesterday for the first time 
locally, is one of the year’s snappiest and most hilarious com- 


edy romances. 


There is a brilliant cast which is headed by George Brent, 
and three talented and beautiful leading ladies, Genevieve 


Tobin, Glenda Farrell and Patricia 
Ellis. 

The story, by Lawrence Saunders, 
centers about the affairs of a phi- 
landering playwright who is  be- 
sieged in his New England farm- 
house retreat by two ex-wives and 
a new sweetheart. By a strange 
prank of fate all three turn up at 
his home the same afternoon, just 
prior to a terrific blizzard, which 
leaves them snowed under in the 
same house for the night. 


The first wife has come to help 
her former mate with a play which 
he is unable to finish; the second 
ball and chain wants to put him 
in jail for failure to pay his ali- 
mony, while the sweetheart desires 
only to spend a pleasant evening. 
Adding to the complications is the 
presence of the second wife’s law- 
yer, who is in love with the play- 
wright’s sweetheart, and a sheriff 
with a warrant for his arrest. 

The troubles that follow, with 
three jealous women at the man’s 
throat, lead to hilarious situations. 
The tangled skein of love is final- 
ly straightened out, however, ina 
most amazing climax. 

Brent, as the flirtatious play- 
wright, gives a capable perform- 
ance, playing his role straight and 
seriously, but with a subtle, under- 
lying humor, as does also Gene- 
vieve Tobin as the first wife who 
is still in love with her former 
husband. 

Miss Farrell is the wise-crack- 
ing, gold-digging second wife, who 
after stealing the playwright from 
his first wife for a meal ticket, 
divorces him and then sets out to 
jail him for back alimony. Frank 


Snowed Under Husband 


McHugh, as the sheriff, at whom 
the divorcee rolls her flirtatious 
eyes when snowbound in the same 
house, is a whole comedy show in 
himself. His goofy laugh and lu- 
dicrous antics set the whole house 
roaring with laughter. 

As the lovelorn schoolgirl, in- 
fatuated with the much married 
playwright, Miss Ellis gives an ex- 
cellent performance. Others in the 
east who do fine work are John 
Eldredge, the lawyer who is in love 
with the schoolgirl, Porter Hall, 
as a New York producer, and 
Helen Lowell in the role of a 
former housekeeper for. the play- 
wright.
